Because every shooter is different, two shooters may have 
a different zero on the same rifle. 

1 . Rotate the elevation knob in the downward direction (counter 
clockwise) until either the lowest digit on the scale is aligned with the 
line above the scale and sight in at the shortest range to be fired 
(match scale) or set the scale to the distance to be fired, i.e. “2” for 
200 yards (standard scale). 

2. Carefully aim and fire at the center of the target. Fire at least a 
three shot group, and locate the center of the group. 

3. If your shot group is not in the center of the bull's-eye. use the 
following chart to shift the group Turning the windage knob clock- 
wise moves the impact RIGHT. Turning the front sight clockwise 
(viewed from above) RAISES the impact. 

4. Repeat steps 3 and 4 until you are satisfied that you have a good 
zero. 

5. ArmaLitc has digits on both the windage and elevation knobs. 
Record your zero for future reference.
